Issued when severe weather has been reported by
spotters or indicated by radar. Warnings indicate im-

+ Postpone outdoor activities.

¢ Get inside a home, building, or hard top
automobile (not a convertible). Although
you may be injured if lightning strikes your
car, you are much safer inside a vehicle
than outside.

¢ Remember, rubber-soled shoes and rubber
tires provide NO protection from lightning.
However, the steel frame of a hard-topped
vehicle provides increased protection if »More on back of page
you are not touching metal.

¢ Secure outdoor objects that could blow
away or cause damage.

¢ Shutter windows and secure outside doors.
If shutters are not available, close window
blinds, shades, or curtains.

Avoid the Following

+ Natural lightning rods such as a tall, iso-
lated tree in an open area.

+ Hilltops, open fields, the beach, or a boat
on the water.

¢ Isolated sheds or other small structures in
open areas.

¢ Anything metal—tractors, farm equipment,
motorcycles, golf carts, golf clubs, and bi-
cycles.

In a forest Seck shelter in a low area under a thick growth of
small trees.

In an open area Go to alow place such as a ravine or valley. Be alert
for flash floods.

On open water Get to land and find shelter immediately.

Anywhere you feel your hair stand on end (which | Squat low to the ground on the balls of your feet.
indicates that lightning is about to strike) Place your hands over your ears and your head be-
tween your knees. Make yourself the smallest target

possible and minimize your contact it the ground.
DO NOT lie flat on the ground.
